Convicted of Acting 
As Agent for C IA 


HAVANA, Cuba (AP) — Tile 
Castro government has demand­ 
ed a 30-vear prison sentence for 
an American convicted by a Cu­ 
ban military tribunal of work­ 
ing for the U.S. Central Intelli­ 
gence Agency. 


The prosecution first asked 
for the death penalty for Frank 
Carl Emmick, a former presi­ 
dent 
of 
Havana’s 
American 
Club, and six Cubans allegedly 
hired by him to spy, but then 
suggested the same prison term 
for all. 


The trial took place Thursday 
and was disclosed Friday by the 
Swiss Embassy, which repre­ 
sents U.S. interests in Cuba. 
Sentencing is expected shortly. 
Emmick, 49, who comes from 
Rossford, Ohio, arrived in Cuba 
in 1959 intending to sell tractors. 
Later, he went into the frog 
legs business. 


When Emmick was arrested 
Dec. 12, he was president of the 
American Club, last remaining 
private club in Havana. It has 
not been closed because most of 
its members now are Britons, 
Cuban sources said 
The Havana press did not re­ 
port Emmick’s arrest or trial.

y o u sho u ld do so o n the back 
po rch o r by an o pen windo w to 
minimize the co ncentratio n in 


the air y o u breathe.

sco pically .

cal checku p twice a y ear with 
tnis in mind. When y o u r men­ 
stru atio n ceases at the meno ­ 
pau se, y o u r fibro cy stic disease 
will su bside. 
Q— I hav e been to ld that my 
blo o d su g ar thresho ld is 
lo w. 
Co u ld y o u ex plain what

o ther can be a majo r crisis. 
The chang e o f jo bs necessitat­ 
ing new skills o r habits can 
shatter the ease with which o ne 
fo rmer'y t a c kl e d the daily 
o u nd. 
The g reatest chang e 
ev ery 
perso n has to co nfro nt may no t 
necessarily be chang e o f ho u se, 
o r o f g eo g raphical situ atio n o r 
o t jo b. It is simply to chang e 
o ne's mind. 


THAT CAN BE a shattering 
ex perience. Fo r a man to ac­ 
kno wledg e that there is a better 
way o f actio n o r that his co n­ 
cepts hav e been mistaken is a 
majo r crisis. That’s why tru e 
co nv ersio n is a literal tu rning 
aro u nd, and is difficu lt. 
It's 
why so many perso ns retreat 
into the cliche, “Yo u can’t teach 
an o ld do g new tricks.” 
The pro blems o f integ ratio n 
o r the redistricting o f a scho o l 
bo u ndary can create emo tio nal 
ex plo sio ns and sho cking actio n 
ju stify ing the co mment, “ A 
po pu latio n u nderg o ing chang e is 
a po pu ’atio n o f misfits, 
and 
misfits liv e and breathe in an 
atmo sphere o f passio n.” 


THIS IS THE 
co mmo n fact, 
limited to no area o r sectio n o f 
cu r co u ntry , no r is it mo no po ­ 
lized by any race o r g ro u p. It 
is the co mmo n fact that there 
is a majo r chang e taking place 
in the area o f hu man relatio ns 
and no t eno u g h peo ple are pre­ 
pared fo r this pain o f chang e. 
It mu st hav e been this diffi­ 
cu lty which co nfro nted Jesu s as 
He talked qu ietly abo u t chang ­ 
ed po ints o f interpretatio n co n­ 
cerning t h e Co mmandments. 
“Yo u hav e heard it said o f o ld 
time’’ He said, and then co n­ 
fro nted His listeners with 
the 
new say ing , “ Bu t I say u nt o 
y o u .” 
This jo lt fro m the o ld co m­ 
placency into a new and chang - 
te was to o g reat fo r these men. 
They reacted in ang er, cau sing 
the frequ ent scriptu red referen­ 
ces to attempts to thro w ro cks 
at Him, o r to ru n Him o u t o f 
to wn, o r to hav e Him tried as 
a traito r. 
We read these facts o f hist­ 
o ry and wo nder at the po ssibil­ 
ity o f do ing this. Yet g o to a 
neig hbo rho o d co nfro nting 
t h i s 
same inju nctio n, “There was an 
o ld way —bu t no w there is a new 
way ,’ and o ne co nfro nts 
the 
same v erbal brickbats, emo tio n­ 
al threats and desire to ex pel 
tne irritant. 


BASIC IN OUR FAITH is no t 
o nly the kno wledg e that we can 
hav e the inner secu rity to co n­ 
fro nt chang e bu t also the g u id­ 
ance o f Go d to mo v e calmly 
thro u g h chang e. 
Said Jesu s, “ In this wo rld y o u 
will hav e tribu latio n. Bu t be o f 
po o d cheer, I hav e o v erco me 
*he wo rld.” It was the faith 
that was certain o f chang e and 
equ a'ly as certain o f the u nder- 
g irding faith to meet it with a 
sing ing spirit.

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Another Missile Crisis? 


The oddity about withdrawal of all but 
a few thousand Russian troops from Cuba 
— a report confirmed by U.S. govern­ 
ment spokesmen — is the doubt it gen­ 
erates about Cuban troops. 
Except in the minds of the most fear­ 
ful, Russian troops sent to Cuba in the 
missile crisis never had any purpose, ex­ 
cept to beef up Cuban defense. Unlike 
the long-range missiles they brought with 
them, the troops could not be used to 
harm the United States. 
In the showdown of the missile crisis, 
Russian troops were all but unmentioned. 
Whether they stay ed or not was not part 
of 
the 
understanding. 
Subsequently , 
whether they were increasing or decreas­ 
ing was speculated about but speculation 
was without firm foundation. 


It appears now that the total may have 
dwindled from a missile-crisis high of 
more than 22.000 to a current low of 
4.000 or fewer. But this brings no surge 
of unalloy ed joy to the United States. 
Cubans have been furnished weapons and 
training by the Russian visitors. 
What is worrisome now is the security 
of Guantanamo. What if it came under 
direct attack and the United States had 
to cope with modern Russian weapons 
and know-how while fighting Cuban na­ 
tionals? There could be another missile 
crisis inside Cubr 
No one thinks the Russian troops and 
technicians who remained in Cuba were 
there for the sunshine. They were there 
to beef up the military potential of Cuba. 
How big is it now? 


Presidential Attention 


Th 1964 baseball season opens Monday 
when President Johnson throws out the 
first ball at D.C. Stadium for the Senators 
and the Los Angeles Angels. Only base­ 
ball gets this kind of presidential attention. 
President Johnson boasts limited cre­ 
dentials as a baseball fan, and hence his 
performance as thrower of the first ball 
at the season opener oo Monday will have 
a rather pro forma atmosphere.

surveillance by “ 1984.” Even in his own 
home, no one ever could be safe from 
“ Big Brother,” who alway s would be 
watching and listening. 
A subcommittee of the U. S. House of 
Representatives is conducting hearings 
this week on something George Orwell 
didn’t think about — the use of the poly ­ 
graph in U. S. industry . Industry already 
has television cameras watching its peo­ 
ple and hidden microphones picking up 
what they say . We’re only 20 y ears from 
1984, come to think of it. 
Liberty lovers are taking a dark view 
of this latest twist in electronic snooping. 
Wiretapping, spies, closed-circuit televi­ 
sion and now poly graphs to make doubly 
certain the last embarrassing fact has 
been wrung out of every employ e ... 
where will it all end? 


1 WILL TELL YOU where it will end. 
There will be an electronic box, just big 
enough to accommodate one human being 
at a time.

Electronic gear will plumb the depths 
of the human mind all the way into the 
innermost id.

The “ grapefruit form’’ this y ear is as 
curious as ever. The world champion Dod­ 
gers of Los Angeles are bumping along 
near the boriom in National League stand­ 
ings.

Television and radio help the 
imbalance. “ Broadcasting” magazine esti­ 
mates total baseball broadcast rights this 
y ear at 13.575 million, up .575 million 
from 1st y ear Of this, the Yankees will 
get 1.2 million, 
the 
Athletics a mere 
$300,000. 


President Johnson is acutely aware that 
the baseball fan of today is the voter of 
November. President Eisenhower deliber­ 
ately passed up the season opener in 1929 
for golf in Augusta. The mistake was not 
repeated.

None of the 29 spacemen who 
will be riding the rockets to the 
moon in the second U.S. astro­ 
naut program are demanding 
special travel 
time pay for 
their trips to 
the stars. But 
earthly union- 
i z e d 
i r o n 
workers have 
j us t 
stalled 
the building of 
the 
A p o l l o 
man - to - the 
v icur itifftri 
moon blast-off 
center for day s because they 
wanted special travel time pay 
for the trip from their homes 
to the Meritt Island Moonoort. 
To get this 
special travel 
time, plus wage increases and 
high welfare benefits, members 
of the International Association 
of Bridge, Structural and Orna­ 
mental Iron Workers, Local 402, 
struck the $63 million Merritt 
Island project on April 1. 
No April Fool’s jest, this. By 
refusing to go on the job they 
also crippled work on the Air 
Force’s advance solid and liquid 
fuel Titan-3 rockets which will 
lift special sky platforms and 
laboratories into space. 


THUS LOCAL 475 Iron Work­ 
ers defied the Army Corps of 
Engineers; the Air Force; an 
angry White House; 
a hard­ 
working F e d e r a l Mediation 
Service, headed by William E. 
Simkin; the President’s Missile 
Sites Labor Commission, direct­ 


ed by fair minded specialist 
Kulius Kuczma, and national 
leaders of the Building and Con­ 
struction Trades Dept., AF.-CIO. 
The Air Force told the strik­ 
ers that they were affecting vit­ 
al defense projects that the sit­ 
uation was “ critical” and the 
work “ crucial.” The National 
Aeronautics and Space Admin­ 
istration (NASA) warned that 
the Apollo plans were being hurt 
by the danger of serious de­ 
lay s. But the men stay ed out 
for eight day s—and it took some 
time to get construction work 
back to normal upon their re­ 
turn. 3 
Basic here is that the local 
unionists, who work on the cen­ 
tral vertical moon shot assem­ 
bly building and three other vit­ 
al structures, violated what was 
supposedly an absolute no-strike 
pledge made in 1961. Union lead­ 
ers had then given their word 
they would not take their men 
off these critical jobs. 
Yet when the Iron Workers’ 
contract expired on April 1, they 
went out. This, in turn, forced 
hundreds of others off the job 
because they depended on the 
iron workers’ preliminary steel 
girder work. 


WHAT THE unionists wanted 
was 
$3.50 a day , 
across-the- 
board, premium travel time, re­ 
gardless of the distance they 
had to go each morning and 
afernoon to get to and from 
Merritt Island. For a five-day 
week this comes to $17.50 for 
each of the 475 iron workers. It 


is, in effect, a raise in pay 
since many of the men live 
quite nearby . Many drive in car 
pools, so the expense is split 
among four or five men. 
In any case, contractors there 
saw little reason for such siz­ 
able pay ments to a union mem­ 
bership which never had had 
such a clause in the contract. 
Furthermore, the Iron Work­ 
ers do right well on their basic 
pay . Until April 1 they received 
$4.21 cents an hour average pay 
for a 40-hour week. This goes 
to more than $6 on some day s 
and to almost $9 an hour for 
double time. Now this basic rate 
will go up under new wage 
agreements. 
In addition, there will be in­ 
creased welfare benefits. 
Thus, the wage-travel time 
and fringe benefit package will 
run to well over $200 a week 
for the first 40 hours. 


NOT SATISFIED with this, 
the Iron Workers’ local also 
fought the contractors’ demand 
for a three-y ear contract. The 
employ ers wanted a long period 
of peace. The onion, however, 
insisted on a two-y ear term, so 
it could ask for more increases 
in a shorter time. 
This is business as usual un­ 
ionism. This appears to have 
become the vogue at the $450 
million Cape Kennedy -Merritt Is 
land moon and defense projects, 
of which the Apollo operation 
is just a part. 
At the same time as the Iron 
Workers struck in defiance of 


the Pentagon and NASA, a small 
union called the United Plant 
Guard 
Workers 
of 
America 
threw up picket lr.es which at 
one point kept out some 2,500 
space workers. 
The guards, who are hired to 
patrol Caee Kennedy , wanted to 
extend 
their 
jurisdic’ion 
to 
nearby Merritt Island where the 
Wackenhut Corp. had been hir­ 
ing new men to protect 
the 
Moon-port. The comoany 
had 
previously offered to hold an el­ 
ection to determine whether its 
new guards wanted to join the 
union. 
But the United Plant 
Guards turned this down and 
threw up pickets. 


FINALLY THE COURTS and 
the National Labor Relations 
Board stepped in. An election 
was held. The vote was 36-5 
against the union. The new men 
just did not want to join. But 
this could not recapture the time 
lost when thousands of men re­ 
spected 
the 
union 
guards’ 
picket line and stay ed out in 
violation of the missile site’s no­ 
strike pledge. 
There is no estimate y et of 
the exact time and money lost 
by the government because of 
the pressure of these small un­ 
ions. It will be considerable, 
I’m told. 
3 
But certainly all labor has 
lost preslige because of these 
strikes. Who will blame the pub­ 
lic if it now believes that a 
no-slrike pledge is not worth 
the parchment on which it is 
written.

There seems to be a curious 
difference of opinion 
between 
Premier Khrushchev and Sen.

Not 
l o ng 
ago, 
the Ar­ 
kansas 
sena­ 
tor, 
w h o is 
chairman o f 
t h e 
Senate 
Foreign Rela- 
D»tM u «nm 
tions Commit­ 
tee, said that the American peo­ 
ple must overcome “the my th 
that 
trade 
with 
Communist 
countries is a compact with the 
devil.” Now Premier Khrush­ 
chev say s in an extemporane­ 
ous speech in Hungary : “I, as 
prime minister of the Soviet 
Union, am ready to take cred­ 
its from the devil himself if the 
rate of interest is advantageous 
to my country . But I won’t devi­ 
ate one millimeter from our po­ 
sition.” 
There is no question but that 
the Soviet premier was refer­ 
ring to credits from the United 
Statts, as the news dispatches 
plainly indicated. It’s a coinci­ 
dence that this very week U.S. 
News & World 
Report pub­ 
lished a copy righted interview 
with Prof. G. Warren Nutter, 
head of the economics depart­ 
ment at the University of Vir­ 
ginia, who, after a tour of Rus­ 
sia in 1957 and in subsequent 
siudies, has steadily exoosed 
♦he my th of 
Soviet 
econom­ 
ic power. He did this at a time 
wben others were 
predicting 
that 
the 
Russians 
not 
only 
were going to catch uo with the 
United States, but would over­ 
come our lead in various fields. 


PROF. NUTTER in his inter­ 
view stated flatly that the Rus­ 
sians are deep 
in 
economic 
trouble today , particularly as 
a 
result 
of the gamble they 
made in 1958 when they em­ 
barked on a heavy military and 
soace 
program, 
believing 
at 
that time the agricultural prob­ 
lem somehow has been solved. 
The gamble, according to Pro f. 
Nutter, plainly has failed, aad 


he added: 
“ I think that their internal 
problems are really quite se­ 
rious, very serious. Their prob­ 
lems 
in 
relations 
with 
the 
East European satellites are se­ 
rious and becoming more and 
more aggravated all the time. 
In addition, 
they ’ve 
got the 
whole splitting of the Commu­ 
nist bloc.” 
“ Should we help them try to 
adjust?” he was asked. 
“ I don’t think we should help 
them out of their current eco­ 
nomic difficulties without, at the 
same 
time, 
getting 
some 
change in either the political 
climate or their internal sy s­ 
tem. . . . 
“Now the alternative they 'd 
like to use, I think, is to get a 
nice 
gift 
from 
Uncle 
Sam. 
They ’d like to get some out­ 
side help to tide them over their 
troubles, 
so 
they can patch 
things up and have enough time 
to make adjustments that might 
ease things for a while. 


“ A DECISION to try this al­ 
ternative may explain what they 
did last y ear. TTiey may have 
sat down and said, ‘look at 
this horrible mess and the re­ 
forms we’d have to make to 
cure it.” 
“Then somebody may have 
raised his hand and said, “Why 
don’t we try Uncle Sam first? 
May be we can get out of things 
that way . “May be he’ll give 
us something.’ ” 
“They sought a 10-billion-dol­ 
lar loan once, didn’t they ?” was 
the next question, and Prof. 
Nutter replied as follows? 
“That’s what they hope for. 
What they would like more than 
anvthing else is some way to 
gel 
the resources they need 
right now and defer the pay ­ 
ment 
until 
some other time 
when they hope they ’ll be in a 
beuer position to take care of 
it.” 
Prof. Nutter said that may be 
the United States should take 
advantage of “ these periods of 
weakness if we’re going to get 
any changes started.” He was 
then asked: 
“ Under those terms, was the 
wheat deal a m istake?” 
“ Th# way in which it waa 


done,” 
replied 
Prof. 
Nutter, 
“ was a mistake. 
We should 
have bargained.” 


MERE NEGOTIATION is by 
itself harmless, but too olien it 
results in appeasement and sur­ 
render. If it was desirable for 
the United States to use the 
sale of wheat as a way of cur­ 
ry ing favor with the Soviet gov­ 
ernment, the theory which Prof. 
Nutter expounds would mean 
that, before any such transac­ 
tion was approved, the Soviets 
should have been required, for 
example, to get out of Cuba. 
Certainly if the Soviet govern­ 
ment not only withdrew its mili­ 
tary “ technicians” from Cas­ 
tro’s apparatus but also simul­ 
taneously took away its agents 
and subversives from all other 
Latin-Amencan countries, t h e 
United States would be better 
off <han by merely approving a 
wheat deal and getting nothing 
else jn return but a few dollars 
of profit for som ewhat deal­ 
ers. 
Prem ier Khrushchev's speech 
in 
Hungary 
also 
was 
signi­ 
ficant in relation to the whole 
controversy between the East 
and the West and the foreign 


aid program. 
He warned the members of 
the East European Communist 
bloc that the Western imperal- 
ists were try ing to run the 
world by offering “a piece of 
bacon or goulash” in the form 
of credits. 
He told his allies to be care­ 
ful not to involve themselves too 
deeply with the United States, 
but said, in effect, there was no 
harm in taking something for 
nothing—as he himself would 
do. 


FROM THE SOVIET point of 
view, it seems easy to satisfy 
merely 
with 
increased trade 
some of the would-be spokes­ 
men 
for 
America, 
especially 
those who are ready to “do busi­ 
ness with Khrushchev” in the 
1960s as so many Westerners 
were 
ready to “do business 
with Hitler” in the 1930s. 
As the cold war goes on, will 
the 
Western governments be 
foolish enough to make conces­ 
sions without getting any thing 
in return by way of respect for 
the sovereignty and independ­ 
ence of the smaller countries, in­ 
cluding the emancipation of en­ 
slaved peoples?

It may be used 
for cheese souffles, scallop ed 
p otatoes, to “ top ” lettuce salad 
(and that’s fabulous), sp rinkled 
on the top of hot scrambled 
eggs, made into a cheese sauce 
for any kind of dish, sp rinkled 
on top of sp aghetti and . . . just 
try p utting some of it on a p iece 
of toast in your oven!

A former Salem man owes his 
con tin u ed ex isten ce to a life- 
sav in g treatmen t so rare an d 
costly that fewer than 40 per­ 
son s in the cou n try receiv e it. 
Don ald Bix by , 34, who mov ed 
to Oran ge Cou n ty , Calif., sev e­ 
ral y ears ago, has been kept 
aliv e for fiv e mon ths by an arti­ 
ficial kidn ey machin e followin g 


the failu re of his own disease- 
rav aged kidn ey s to fu n ction . 
Bix by , who is married an d the 
father of fou r children , was the 
first Californ ian to be hooked u p 
to the machin e recen tly in stall­ 
ed in Wadsworth Hospital, part 
of the Los An geles Ve'eran s 
Admin istration Cen ter.
